As discussed above, analysis of Mahany reveals that Mahaoy only creates routing 
tables. As stated by Mahany, "nodes learn the addresses of terminals by monitoring the 
traffic from terminals to the root. If a packet arrives fiom a termini! that is not contained 
in the routing table of the node, an entry is made in the routing ta'jle." Thus, the routing 
tables of Mahany are updated to include entries for all nodes which packets were 
received. Mahany fails to teach or otherwise suggest that if the second network node is 
not in a range list of the first network node and therefore a new neighbor of the first 
network node, updating the range list of the first network node to include the second 
network node. Because of this, claim 10 is in proper condition for allowance,
